THE NEW REPUBLIC 


Brazil Patterning After the 
United States. 


Sweeping Reforms Demanded by the 
People Conceded, 


A Plan of Government Similar to That 
of This Country. 


Other Foreign News —Sanguinary 
Riots in Vienna—The Princess 
of Wales Seriously Ill-A 
Ripper’s Work. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Kio DE JANEIRO, April 8.—|By Cable 
and Associated Press.] The provisional 
government having decreed all the great 
popular measures so long demanded by the 
people, such as the abolition of slavery 
(forced from the imperial government in 
1888), separation of church from state, free- 
dom of the press, liberty of worship, secu- 
larization of public cemeteries, naturaliza- 
tion of foreigners, ete., is now trying to 
avoid the danger and inconvenience that 
attended the adoption of the American 
Constitution, The men who are now at 
the head of affaira desire to begin where 
the United States finished, and su take ad- 
vantage of American experience, For this 
reason they have nominated a number of 
well-known specialists to frame a constitu- 
tion, which is to be presented to the Con- 
stituent Assembly. 

The work of registering voters (all men 
of 21 years of age that know how to read 
and write) is beiug pushed rapidly. The 
framers hope to present a constitution as 
much like the American Constitution as is 
consistent with the character of the Bra- 
zilian people. It will then be submittted to 
the direct vote of the people. It is already 
partly completed. 

It declares the fatherland one and indi- 
visible, The republic is composed of States, 
federal districts, provinces and ter- 
ritories. The government is repre- 
sentative, federal and republican, Each 
State shall 8 governed by its own 
laws, and federal government 
shall interfere 2 for the purpose of guar- 
anteeing a republican form of gov- 
ernment, for the sanction of the sen- 
tences of federal courts and in case of 
rebellion. The provinces are to be regu- 
larly organized political bodies that require 
pecuniary assistance from the federal gov- 
ernment, The territories are the unorgan- 
ized or uninbabited parts of the republic. 
The federal districts will consist of a —4 
municipality that may be chosen fora f 
eral capital,

} FIRST STREET. 


THE NECESSITY OF A TRAFFIO 


GRADE CONCEDED. 


Should Be Ordered. 


The matter of the opening of First 
street through the hills, thus giving. 
the residents of the western portion of 
the city a thoroughfare to the business 
center, which has been agitated more 
or less for the past half a dozen years, 
is at last in a fair way of being settled. 
The rapid development of the West 
End, following the introduction of the 
Beaudry water system on the hills, 
and the building of the Second and 
Temple-street cable lines, was some- 
thing phenomenal, and during Mayor 
Workman’s term of office the demand 
for increased facilities for communica- 
tion between the western addition and 
the business section became so great 
that the chief executive made the 
matter a subject of a message to the 
Council, advocating the opening of 
First street through the hill, either by 
a cut or tunnel, and every effort was 
made to get the project through at 


that time. The necessary plans and 
surveys were made, but no actual work 
was done. 


five thousand dollars’ worth of work, 
was stopped by legal process, and the 
matter was dropped so far as actual 
work was concerned. 

The property-owners on the street, 
however, never gave up the idea, and 
have been at work ever since trying to 
formulate some plan on which they 
could all agree, but they were unsuc- 
cessful owing to the diverse interests 
represented. It could not be agreed 
whether the opening should be made 
by a tunnel or a cut, and then the mat- 
ter of the grade was another rock on 
which there was a split. 

The continued and rapid growth of 
the city to the south and west, how- 
ever, brought the necessity for prompt 
action forcibly to the attention of the 
property-owners, who are now practi- 
cally unanimous that the long deferred 
work should be done at once, and in a 
thorough and practical manner, so that 
it will stand for alltime. ‘The neces- 
sity for the immediate opening of the 
street being an admitted fact, the only 
question at issue ia the best manner of 
doing it, and to ascertain the views of 
the people most interested, TIES 
reporters were yesterday detailed to 
ascertain their views, which are given 
as follows: 

George H. Bonebrake, president of the 
Los Angeles National Bank: Of 


course I favor the opening of First 
street, and on a grade that will make 


it suitable for business purposes of all 
lf I had my way I would 

street, be- 
were 
furnished, business houses would ex- 
tend out westward for half a mile at 
least. If necessary, the cross streets 


could be provided with bandsome iron 
bridges. 


No, I don’t favor a tunnel. 
Let a cut be made, and the street be 
improved permanently. We want no 
makeshifts, which would necessitate 
all the work being done over again in 
a comparatively short time. 
F. C. Howes, cashier Los Angeles 
National Bank: I think that First 
street should be opened just as soon as 
practicable. I would not favor a tun- 
nel, but a straight cut, with a good 
grade for light vehicles. I don’t think 
that heavy hauling, such as hay wag- 
ons and trucks, property 
along a street over which it is done. 
My plan would be to open First street 
on a grade suitable for carriages, bug- 
gies and other light vehicles, and then 
tunnel either Second or Third street 
for the heavy traffic. By all means, 
however, let First street be opened. I 
consider it an imperative necessity. 
Ex-Mayor John Bryson: I favor the 
opening of First street on a practical 
traffic grade, and not only First street, 
but Second as well. We want no tun- 
nels. There isno question but what 
it is only a matter of time when tke 
hills must come down, and we might 
as well do the work now in a proper 
manner, before more expensive im- 
provements are made that will have to 
be destroyed. In a general way, I 
would like to state that I believe in 
the improvement of the city in every 
way possible, and would not object to 
seeing Third street put through as well 
as the others. Iam willing to pay my 
full share for all public improvements 
of this character. 
Ex-Mayor . H. Workman: Cer- 
tainly I favor the opening of First 
street. I advocated it as Mayor, and I be- 
lieve in it now. I think it should be cut 
through on a practicable traffic grade, 
say 1 in 10, where the increase in the 
value of the property along the street 
will compensate the owners many fold. 
Yes, the expense will be considerable, 
but nothing in comparison to the ben- 
efits from such improvement. The 
work should be done just as soon as 
ossible. If we cannot doit all at once, 
would favor making a beginning, 
anyway, but whatever is done should 
be of a permanent character. I don’t 
think a tunnel will prove satisfactory; 
acutis better, and the expense is not 
a great deal more. 
George Hansen, Surveyor: First street 
should be opened on a traffic grade by 
all means, say 1 in 10, at least, or bet- 
ter still, lin 17. There should, how- 
ever, be some latitude on this point. I 
would favor acut as against a tunnel 
for the reason that there is a natural 
prejudice against tunnels—people don’t 
like to go into holes—besides which, 
when the expense of keeping a tunnel 
in repair is considered, the difference 
in cost is in favor of the cut. Not 
only do I favor the opening of First 
street, but I think it should be widened 
to 80 feet at least us far as Broad way. 
I think that if che people interested 
had made Temple street 80 feet wide, 
when it was opened, and given it a 
traflic grade, it would now be the lead- 
ing avenue into the city, and property 
in the vicinity of the junction would 
not bein the position it nowis. The 
First street people should not make the 
same mistake. 
Jesse Yarnell: The people over in that 
Side of the city want a road so that 
they can get into the city without 
walking around to Seventh street, and 
the best way, of course, is by a traffic 
grade; but if the people on the hill do 
not want a good grade, I am notin 
favor of forcing them to have it; vet, 
I believe the people beyond First-street 
bill want the traffic grade; the busi- 
ness interests of the city require a 
traflic road through First street from: 
Broadway to the city limits, and 
through First street is the shortest 
route. It would be much cheaper, of 
course, if a portion of the road were 
tunneled, say from Grand avenue to 
Hope street, four or five hundred 
yards.

II. C. Witmer: I am in favor of a 
traffic grade—a deep cut and tunnel; 
either through First or Second street 
which ever is the cheapest. A hill 
grade of only 1 foot in 10 would 
only go as far as Flower, and would be 
of no practical use to the business por- 
tion of the city. 

Dr. I. Sinsabaugh: A traffic grade 
would give accession to a greater num- 
ber of people, and would eventually be 
the best; but, I have yet to know of a 
cut in any city so deep as that proposed 
cut in First street would be; nor where 
there would be tunneling to such an 
extent; but, owing to the present duil 
times, I do not think the property 
could stand the expense, and conse- 
quently I favor a grade of 1 foot in 
10, because it gives us something at 
once. But ultimately we must have a 
traflic grade, and in time of prosperity, 
when we see our way clear, it can be 
made. Yes, I presumé improvements 
would be slow with a temporary grade 
the property-owners knowing that 
another grade must bo made. The 
hill could be tunneled and the tempo- 
rary grade made, answering our imme- 
diate demands. Personally, and with 
a view to my personal interests, I 
would prefer a traffic grade, as I own 
the northwest corner of Hill and First 
streets. A cut would be the practical 
destruction of property on the hill. 

Maj. W. H. Bonsall: First street is 
naturally adapted to traffic grade so 
far as the business interests of the city 
and surrounding. country are con- 
cerned. People in the western ci 
limits have to make a detour to Sixt 
and Seventh streets to, get into the 
business portion of the city. Southwest 
of the city limits we have the Santa 
Monica district; and there are the dis- 
tricts of Cahuenga, Edgmont, San 
Fernando and along the river, all 
tributary tothe city if there was only an 
easy access. First street is the natural 
central division of the city—numer- 
ically, commercially and politically. 
The streets radiate from First street, 
the numbers beginning at that point; 
it is the dividing line of the politics 
wards and of the voting. preci 
and it is the only cross street that ex- 
tends entirely across the city. A 
traffic grade is a necessity, and too 
much regard should not be given toa 
few men, who consider their interests 
ner to those of the great ma- 
ority of the people and the city — 
generally. Their property can be con 
demned as a public necessity, and pa 
for by the district assessed. Of cour 
the people of the district win not; 
for the hill grade of only 1 
10, as that is only local and for th 
special benefit of those on the hill, an 
is of no practical benefit to the busi- 
ness portion of the city.

A hill g 
of 1 foot in 10 is no grade at all. * 
would not benefit the residents in che 
western portion of the city who have 
tocome around by Seventh street. A 
traflic grade would add _ rapidly 
to that portion of the city, increase 
business generally, as the business 
center is reached through First street. 
Making an open cut on First street at 
Hill converts property into business 
lots. The cut would be about fifteen 
feet at Hill street. There are about 
five million cubic yards of dirt on 
Bunker Hill ridge. Eventually it must 
all be cut out, and that section made 
into business lots.

This grade con- 
templates arise across Hill and Olive 
streets and Grand avenue of about 
four feet instead of six feet as formerly 
proposed; the remaining two feet be- 
ing made up in the blocks between 
these streets, which, of course, makes 
the streets slightly steeper between Hill 
and Olive and Olive and Grand ave- 
nue. If this proposition were adopted 
the street would end at Flower, and 
be of no avail to the people beyond 
Grand avenue. It could not be con-

CONSIDERED IN MEETING 


By the Crown Hills Improvement 
Society. 

At a meeting of the Crown Hills Im- 
provement Society, lust evening, in the

Another Fight Over the Bug Com- 
missioners, 

The Board of Supervisors held a 
meeting yesterday at which all the 
members were present. The meeting 
was au interesting one, a pomological 
discussion enlivening the occasion, 
the matter coming up on a petition 
asking that ne one be appointed a 
horticultural inspector or commissioner 
who is interested directly or indirectly 
in the importation of orange trees. 

A commmitte appointed by the 
Southern California Pomological So- 
ciety at its meeting held in Pomona 
Thursday, April 8d, consisting of P. J. 
Dreher, R. P. Waite and C. M. Heintz, 
laid before the board the resolutions 
passed unanimously by that society. 

Mr. D 
lutions to the board, called attention 
to local horticultural interests and 
dwelt particularly upon the fact that 
many people had invested many dol- 
lars in fruit-growing and kindred pur- 
suits, and they are now threatened 
with an invasion of new scales, said to 
be imported upon Florida stock. He 
thought that the members of the Hor- 
ticultural Commission should be free 
and unbiased and not have any inter- 
est in the importation of said stock in 
any Way, and requested that the board 
in the future 14 only practical 
horticulturists who have a knowledge 
of the science of entomology and are 
actually engaged in the growing and 
cultivation of fruits in the section 
from which they are. appointed, the 
same to apply to all inspectors ap- 

inted under the jurisdiction of the 

orticultural Commissioners. Mr. 
Dreher requested that the board give 
the matter due consideration and that 
the provisions of the resolutions be 
complied with. 

C. M. Heintz of the Rural Califor- 
nian made a strong plea for home in- 
dustry and argued that our first dut 
is to Southern California and ber lead- 
ing industry. The recent unprecedented 
boom in the planting of new citrus or- 
chards has exhausted the native stock, 
and, in order to keep up the planting, 
it is necessary to either wait until our 
local nurseries can grow more trees or 
else import from other localities. 
While he believed fully in home pro- 
duction, yet, under the circumstances, 
be did not blame people who had pre- 


trees; always provided that such stock 
was free from scale and disease and 
was not calculated to be a curse in- 
stead of a blessing. Touching the ex- 
istence of the Florida purple scale, the 
Fiorida red scale and the Florida long 
scale, he was convinced of their exist- 


local nurseries at Los Angeles, 
at Anaheim and at Downey. In some 
-eases Florida trees were inspected and 
dipped about a year ago, and still scale 


thatinspection and dipping is not always 
an absolute guarantee of their purity. 
He quoted from Prof. Hubbard’s re- 
port of 1880 on the diseases and scales 
that are extant in Florida, to the effect 
that no orchard in Florida over 2 years 
old is free from scale. Some or the 
importers engaged in the importation 
of Florida stock claimed. that there is 
ne injurious scale in Florida, which is 
ratber a broad assertion, considering 
the fact that both Mr. Comstock and 
Mr. Hubbard of the United States 
Agricultural Department have pub- 
lished exhaustive treatises on the de- 
structive scales known to infect al- 
most all portions of Florida. The 
boast has been made that the Florida 
growers can grow trees cheaper than 
we can raise them, und can put them 
on the market here in competition 
with home-grown trees. The speaker 
contended that this might put a few 
doliars into the hand of the purchaser, 
but certainly did not stimulate home 
production and home interests, of 
which we all boastso much. Carload 
afier carload bas been shipped in 
and is being shipped in, and 
it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to our horticultural interest 
that quarantine measures be enacted 
to probibit the importation of trees 
coming from infected districts. It is 
next to an impossibility for any in- 
spector, no matter how learned in the 
study of bugs, to inspect a lot of trees 
and after such inspection, or even after 
dipping, to pronounce them absolutely 
free from scale. 

Touching the resolutions adopted by 
the Pomological Society, Mr. Heintz 
did not think it hardly consistent that 
any person engaged in the importation 


in the State should at the sume time oc- 
cupy a position upon the horticultural 
board, and while he bas the highest re- 
spect for Capt. Driffil, and had no 
doubt that Mr. Driffil is doing all in 
his power to further the interest of the 
State, and of horticulture generally, 
his position is nevertheless open to 
criticism, and he called upon Mr. 
Driffil to express his opinion in the 
premises. t 

Mr. Driffil addressed the board sub- 
stantially as follows: 


At a meeting of the Southern California 
Pomological Society the resolutions laid be- 
fore this board were adopted aud a commit- 
tee was appointed to lay the same before 
the different boards of supervisors of the 
southern counties. The tenor of the reso- 
lutions is not to appoint any more commis- 
sioners who have anything to do witn the 
importation of trees or who act as the agents 
of any house importing the same. It is 
true that 1 have been and am still in the 
employ of the W. R. Strong Company of 
Sacramento, engaged in the importation of 
Florida stock into this country, not only 
from Florida but from other locations; but 
I will say that we have used our best en- 
dea vors to bring in only cleah trees, aad it 
my be that some have come in without our 
knowledge that were infested. Parties bring- 
ing trees on which scale is found should 
burn them up. It has been intimated that 
scales have been found and the fact was 
never reported by the Horticultural Com- 
mission. If any person discovers scale on 
any of our trees we will burn them up—it 
is the best and only way togetrid of the 
pest. I would refer this board tothe com- 
munities of Pomona, Los Angeles or any- 
where else where [ have been doing busi- 
ness, touching the cleanliness of the trees 
that I have handled.

The cards are blown by 
pneumatic dispatch from central sta- 
tions to the postal bureau nearest 
their address, and are then delivered 
by messenger boys.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. sys- 
TEM. 


Much is heard of the Australian 
ballot system, but comparatively few 
have acloar idea of what it is. The 
main object aimed at is absolute se- 
crecy of voting. Nominations may be 
made by party conventions, or other- 
wise. The State or county prints the 
ballot, all names being on one ballot, 
and no other ballot being allowed. 
Voting places are railed off and fur- 
nished with sholves and partitions, 
asin telegraph offices. 
name boeing found on the Great Regis- 
ter he is admitted inside the inclosure 
and given an official ballot, with the 
names of all the candidates and the 
offices for which they are running. 
This he marks, where he cannot be 


seen, and deposits in the ballot-box. 


The Australian system has been in 
use for 30 years in Australia, 16 in 
England, 14 in Canada, and has also 
been adopted in Belgium, Luxemburg, 
Italy, and in several of our States. 
Among the advantages of the sys- 
tem are that it does away with the 
unsavory crowd of men who hang 
around the polls, seeking to cajole, 
bribe, or threaten the voters, as far as 
they dare. ‘The heavy expense of an 
independent candidate’s campaign is 
avoided. Thé necessity for the primary 
convention and other political ma- 
chinery is obviated. 
Referring to this system, a Southern 
California horticulturist drawe the 
following simile, in the Pacific Rural 
Press: 


A short time ago the orange business was 
threatened with destruction by a parasite, 
the white scale, a contemptible bug. ‘There 
seemed no salvation; washes and sprays 
and gases were used, and still these para- 
sites sucked the life-sap from our trees.

It does not affect injuriously any legitimate 
trader or dealer in farm staples. It seeks 
to, and does, impose an internal revenue 
tax upon those dealers in grain, cotton and 
— who as a rule never see, own or 

andle a peck or pound of the articles they 
deal in, It applies to dealers whose trans- 
actions have the least possible refer- 
ence to the supply and still less 
reference to the demand for consumption 
and yet who sell in the ‘bucket shops’. The 
United States sells every month more 
wheat than is grown in the whole world in 
a year. 

“It was urged,” says the committee, 
“that the influence of this bill will greatiy 
hamper and restrict trade, but so far from 
the proposed measure affecting trade, the 
exact reverse is true. eth 

“The committee bas no doubt of the con- 
stitutionality of the measure. It has added 
an amendment to section 2 of the original 
bill providing that the act shall not apply to 
any contracts or agreements for future de- 
livery of any of said articles made with the 
United States or with any State or county, 
or with duly authorized officers or agents 
thereof, nor to contracts or agreements 
made by farmers for the sale and delivery 
of any articles aforesaid which are in actual 
course of production by such farmers at the

A QUESTION OF BAGGAGE. 

A question as to the extent of the 
responsibility ef common carriers was 
before the Supreme Court yesterday 
morning, it coming up in the case of 
Metz vs. the California Southern Kail- 
road Company. Metz, while en route 
from Kausas City to Colton, Cai., in 
January, 1889, was robbed of a lady’s 
watch, bracelet, chain, brooch and ear- 
rings, a revolver and some clothing. 
He sued the company at San Bernar- 
dino and recovered judgment for $357, 
the value of the articles and the trunk. 
The company appealed, setting up the 
ground that it was responsible only for 
the articles the plaintiff could himself 
use, aud was not entitled to recover 
for the lady’s jewelry. They conceded 
that the plaintiff could recover for the 
revolver. 

Justice Paterson brought out an un- 
expected point by asking if a revolver 
is a necessary article in a traveler’s 
outfit. The reply was, “Yes, Your 
Honor, even the judiciary will con-.

LARGE RATIFICANION MEET. 
ING ON MONDAY NIGHT. 


Tho Issuc Discussed—The Citizens’ 


Movement Defended — Speeches 
by Vall, Hester and McLachlan 
—Drift of Public Sentiment. 


The mass meeting at Williams's Hall 


on Monday evening last for the pur- 


pose of ratifying the nominations on 
the Citizens’ ticket was largely at- 
tended by all classes of citizens, and 
especially by Pasadena’s solid business 
men; and, they were all, or nearly all, 
voters, too, many of them among the 
oldest and most substantial resi- 
dents of this fair city. At 8 o’clock 
the meeting was called to order by M. 
E. Wood, who said that the first thing 
to be done was the selection of a 
chairman; and, thereupon, some one 
nominated a local statesman of more 
or less fame by the name of Holder, 
and, by an almost unanimous voice, 
the nomination was ratified by the au- 
dience; but the gentleman did not 
have the courage to serve, and asked 
to be excused,” notwithstanding he 
has been tooth and nail with this 
movement from its incipiency; if out- 
ward pretense counts tor auy- 
thing with him. It was in- 
sisted that he should consent 
to act as the presiding officer 
for the evening, but he sat like the 
sheep before its shearer and opened 
nothis mouth, In this respect he is 


quite unlike that other Tribune states- 


man, who, on a recent occasion, took a 
conspicuous position on the platform 
at the ratification meeting of the so- 
called People’s ticket, and when called 
for, responded with alacrity; from 
which it may be inferred that the Pro- 
hibition end of the Tribune is of con- 
siderable more consequence than the 
Valley Hunt end of it. The scheme, 
however, in all this is, of course, to 
keep in line one way or the other, no 
matter what happens. 

Charles A. Gardner was then nomi- 
nated, took the platform and called 
for the nomination of a secretary, and 
A. H. Conger was chosen for that po- 
sition, and proceeded to read a list of 
vice-presidents as follows: J. W.

The 
Mieses erected these gentlemen, 
and, with one or two exceptions, on 
account of absence, they went forward 
and took seats on the platform. 

The first speaker of the evening, H. 
J. Vail, was then introduced, and 
sailed in. | 

He said that he knew something of 
the municipal contest, and was ready 
to define his position in the premises. 
He said: The adherents of the so- 
called People's — or Republican — or 
Probibition—well, the hyphenated or 
amalgamated movement, had repeat- 
edly charged that the Citizens’ fol- 
lowers were dishonest men. The 
leaders and candidates of this move- 
ment had been arraigned on thut 
charge, and for answer they plead 
‘not guilty.’ This charge, becoming 
somewhat of a chestnut, had been 
changed to that of ‘immorality,’ and 
again the friends and candidates of 
the Citizens’ ticket piead ‘not guilty.’ 
Who can assert that the original five 
citizens who gave birth to this move- 
ment are dishovest men? or the 17 
who formulated a plan of action; or 
these, our neighbors and fellow-citi- 
zens? 

„be seventeen had drafted a set of 
resolutions and had published them to 
the world. Since that time caucuses 


had been held by the people in all the 


wards of the city, the resolutions had 
been indorsed, a ticket had been made 
up of the best men in Pasadena, and 
during all this time the how] of dishon- 
5 bad been the cry fiom those 
claiming to be on the God-and-moral- 
ity side in this contest.

Hester, and he proved to be thoroughly 
posted on the situation, and made a 
cool, impassioned but able speech. He 
said that he expected his presence on 
the platform would cause the other 
side to say that he was on the side of 
“whisky”—on the “liquor side,“ on the 
“dishonest side;“ but he thought he 
could show about as consistent a rec- 


Ord as any of them when it came to 


prohibition. He did not know the taste 
of liquor; was in favor of prohibition, 
not only in Pasadena but everywhere. 
He had been a Republican trom the 


beginning of that party; had voted for 
John C 


J. ° Fremont in 1856 and 
had remained true to the faith 
ever since, He had been a member of 
the Methodist Church for 11 years, and 
he believed, a consistent member. He 
Was the son of a Methodist minister 
and had four brothers in the ministry. 
He was op 
‘licenses. He had taken no part in this 
Matter heretofore; had not expected to 
40 so, but when he saw the crusade 
‘hat was being made on the Citizen’s 
ticket it had enlisted his sympathies 
With that ticket. He believed in fair- 
ness, in right treatment at all times. 
le had read and considered the Citi- 
zens’ platform, and when the ticket 
was made up he saw on that ticket the 
names of honest, respectable citizens, 
men whose word he could take and 
eel assured that they meant just 
What they said, But from the first 
the opposition had sought in every 
Way possible to misrepresent the Citi- 
zens’ movement; from the pulpit, press 
und on the streets came the same 
charges, the same misrepresentations 
about these men and their position in 
this contest. He did not know why 
their word was not just as good as the

He said they were all 
onorable men, one side just as hon- 
orable as the other, and these charges 
and misrepresentations are wrong 
radically wrong. The candidates of 
the Citizens’ movement had expressly 
declared that they were opposed to 
saloons and dramshops, and he was 
ready to take them at their word. Now 
the question is, What is the real dif- 


ference between the two par- 
ties?” Both aver that they are 
Opposed to saloons, and one 


stands just as high in point of verac- 
ity as the others, and so all the speaker 
could see was this: The Citizens’ res- 
olutions state in plain, unequivocal 
terms that ordinance 125 should be so 
amended as to give the hotel-keepers 
the privilege of providing their guests 
with the native wines and liquors at 
meals, while the adherents of the so- 
called People’s movement assert the 
same thing, but are opposed to a 
change in the ordinance to make the 
practice lawful. That, according to 
the speaker’s view, was the only ques- 
tion at issue, and he considered the 
first position the fairest and the best. 


Notwithstanding the claim of 
the People’s adherents, the ordi- 
nance as it stands forbids the 
use of wine, beer or ale at 


meals. He had studied the ordinance 
thoroughly, and knew that what he 
asserted was true. He wanted it so 
modified that it will specify just what 
both parties claimed should be 
granted—the use of wine and liquor at 
meal times—not in violation of the 
ordinance, but in conformity with it. 

The Judge read the ordinance and 
showed by its terms that since hotels 
were other place,“ as designated in 
the instrument, they had no more 
right under it to sell or give away any 
liquors than had a saloon itself. If 
there is to be an exception the excep- 
tion must be mentioned, and he 
said all this talk about invalidating 
the ordinance if it were amended 
was sheer -nonsense. Nearly all 
our laws are at first qn a 
crude and unsatisfactory state when 
enacted. It was by amendment and 
modification that they were improved 
and perfected. Again, to claim that 
the law cannot be so modified as to 
give special privilege to one class of 
persons was equally fallacious. He 


said the ordinance as it stood gave 


special privilege to a class when it 
* that liquor might be sold on 
the prescription of a physician or used 
for mechanical and chemical purposes. 
With these exceptions, which were 
specified in the ordinance, every use of 
wine or liquor was a violation of the 
letter and spirit of that ordinance. 
There was no dodging this issue, and 
so far as the Supreme Court decision 
was concerned, that decision re- 
lates solely to the question of 
conducting a dramshop 
adena—nothing less and nothin 
more. Now. while the speaker wan 

no saloons here, no tippling-houses, no 
public disgrace like these, he could see 
a marked distinction between the pub- 
lic welfare and the private rights of 
individuals, and thought a distinction 
should be stated in the ordinance. 

Now, while he was a strong temper- 
ance man, even a Prohibitionist, he 
stood with the Citizens’ movement. He 
closed by saying that the plan of cam- 
paign of the People’s aduerents—so- 
temperance—was 
doing the cause more harm than all of 
its enemies. — 

James McLachlan, Esq., was the 
next speaker. He said that he came 
here some three years ago, and had in- 
vested his all in this magnificent val- 
ley. He had returned to New York, 
and hearing so many glowing accounts 
of the wonderful growth and develop- 
ment of 1 Pasadena, so much 80 
that he came back and made bis home 
ut the Carlton Hotel. Everything 
wore the air of prosperity, when lo! 
one day he went into the botel and 
found everything in confusion; the 
guests were excited, and many of them 
planning to leave. He inquired the 
cause, and found that the landlord had 
been played upon and deceived by 
some one, who, pretending to be sick, 
bad been given wine, and for this 
the hotel man had been arrested 
and taken out of, the building, 
and given the alternative of standing 
a trial under this ordinance or packing 
up and leaving the town, and he had 
gladly accepted the latter. The 
speaker said his voice had often been 
heard on the side of temperance, but 
he felt then and there that he could 
not sanction such a course or indorse 
an ordinance that would permit such a 
thing to be done. He said it was pretty 


hard to have the motives of himself 


and others who thought as he dia im- 
pugned because they exercised an in- 
alienable right iu taking a conscien- 
tious stand on these matters. He had 
never before been implicated in 
wrong-doing. The building of the 
Carlton was the inspiration of great 
business activity in Pasadena, and its 
closing was the starting point of depres- 
sion and hard times. No hotel man was 
justified in doing business when he 
was liable at any time to be arrested | 
for doing what he might regard as a 
kindness to a sick man—not at all— 
especially when there were plenty of 
other places where no risk of this 
kind was incurred. The followers of 
the so-called People’s ticket said they 
were willing that wine and beer should 
be served to guests at hotels at meal 
time, but their platform did not say so. 
Why sail under false colors? Why 
say one thing and publish another? 
The speaker said he differed from his 
worthy partner, Mr. Metcalfe, but then 
Mr. M. was a candidate for reélection 
as City Attorney. Not only so, but he 
was in the employ of the present City 
Council and, therefore, that Council’s 
natural apologist and defender. As for 
himself he was not acandidate for any 
office and spoke as a private citizen, 
serking no. honors, asking. for no 
favors. 

John A. Buchanan, the next and last 
speaker, said that while he was a 
temperance man and believed in tem- 
perance he had no use for a hypocrite, 
and was not a crank on anything. The 
opposition did not, he thought, speak 
their minds; they were under the ban 
of an institution that controlied them, 
He said that according to the 
letter of ordinance 125 wine or beer 
could not be served on the table nor 
under it. He said the position of the 
opposition was unfair and deceptive, 
but he advised no harsh language to- 
ward them. He said we know their 
frailties and their weaknesses, but we 
could afford to be charitable and call 
no names. Ile said the people here 
would make a great mistake if they 
should let the world

A GRIM MYSTERY. 


Disappearance of a Citizen in the 
Mountains—No Tidings, 


There has been not a little talk upon 
the streets of Pasadena, since Friday 
last, over the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Ernest Grimm, contractor and 
carpenter, whose residence is on Men- 
tor avenue, just north of Colorado 
street. Rumor has furnished first one 
story and then another, and even the 
newspaper brevities thus far published 
have been vague and contradictory as 
far as Grimm ’s story up to the time he 
was last seen is known. In order to 
get a correct story of the peculiar 
and sudden disappearance—as far 
as it is possible to trace 
the facts—the following data was yes- 
terday afternoon collected: Ernest 
Grimm is a man of about 45 years of 
age, 5 feet 8 inches in height, and was 
well known on the streets of Pasadena, 
both as an individual and as a business 
man. He has a wife and four or five 
children, the eldest being only about 15 
years old. Mrs. Grimm, who has been 
in the most pitiable distress since Fri- 
day night last, is at present out at the 
residence on Mentor avenue, with her 
children. 

On Friday morning, April 4th, 
Grimm left home at 7 o’clock, after an 
early breakfast, and, with a breech- 
loading shotgun on his arm, walked 
out Lake avenue, in the direction of 
the foothills, for a few hours’ sport in 
search of rabbits and birds. He is 
said to have been very fond of the 
sport, and always went out when his 
time permitted.
